Renovation of the former 
Cortis and Margaret Stacy prop- 
erty (the former Pathways build- 
ing on Prestonsburg Street across 
from Rite Aid) are nearing 
completion and the project is be- 
ing viewed as the beginning of a 
county wide economic upswing. 

Judge Executive Tim Conley 
said various local contractors are 
working to transform the lower 
level of the former Stacy resi- 
dence into a county public trans- 
portation office, which will be 
operated by state transportation 
licensing agency LKLP (Leslie, 
Knott, Letcher and Perry coun- 
ties) Community Action, Inc. 

“U.S. Rep. Hal Rogers se- 
cured $600,000 in federal funds 
for the project,” Judge Conley 
said. “This money was used to 
purchase the property and redo 
the house, office and sidewalks. 
This is just the beginning of many 
plans to revitalize West Liberty’s 
downtown area.” 

The county’s acquisition of 
the building also marks the first 
phase to provide expanded down- 



town parking, providing approxi- 
mately 30 new parking spots that 
are now open for public use. 

“Contractors recently finished 
the new parking lot behind the 
Stacy home,” Judge Conley said. 
“The lot is ready to accommodate 
the public, and will be convenient 



for those who want to go shop- 
ping, run errands or meet people 
in town.” Conley said he hopes 
to eventually see a larger park- 
ing structure built near Commer- 
cial Bank in conjunction with a 
proposed new justice center. 

Judge Conley noted that the 



justice center, which would ac- 
commodate county district and 
circuit court facilities, would be 
built near the current courthouse. 
Planning for the new building is 
steadily progressing and the Mor- 
gan County facility currently is 
fifth in line to receive funding on 



the state’s new courthouse list. 

According to the Administra- 
tive Office of the Courts (AOC) 
website, approximately $18 mil- 
lion has been earmarked for this 
project. 

“The current courthouse will

A state law that took effect on 
July 15 can help reduce accidents 
or outages caused by someone 
digging into a buried utility line, 
the Kentucky Public Service 
Commission (PSC) says. 

The new law expands en- 
forcement of existing statutes 
that require underground utility 
lines to be located and marked 
prior to most excavation or 
demolition activity. Under the 
new law (KRS 367.4917), local 
governments may collect fines 
from excavators who fail to ar- 
range for proper marking. In the 
past, all such fines went to the 
state. 

“By giving local authorities an 
incentive to identify violators, 
this law should significantly in- 
crease enforcement of and com- 
pliance with the before-you-dig 
statute,” PSC Chairman David 
Armstrong said. 

“Digging into buried utility 
lines can disrupt service to large 
numbers of customers and, int he 
case of electric or gas lines, be 
extremely dangerous,” 

Armstrong said. “The PSC com- 
mends the General Assembly for 
sending a clear message about 
the importance of protecting un- 
derground utility facilities.” 

The new provision was in- 
cluded in House Bill 649, which 
was enacted earlier this year. 
House Bill 649 also provides for 
the designation of Kentucky 811 
as the state’s call-before-you-dig 
center. 

The Federal Communications 
Commission last year selected 
8 1 1 as the national number to call 
to have underground utility lines 
marked prior to excavation. Pre- 
viously, most states had used 10- 
digit toll-free numbers unique to 
each state. 

Kentucky 811 (formerly Ken- 
tucky Underground Protection 
Inc.) is a consortium of utility 
companies, local governments 



and others with an interest in pre- 
venting damage to buried utility 
lines. The PSC works closely 
with Kentucky 811 and regularly 
investigates accidents or outages 
caused by someone digging into 
a buried utility line. 

Kentucky law requires that, in 
most cases, anyone using 
mchanized equipment for exca- 
vation must first call and request 
the marking of any buried utility 
facilitiies. 

All major utility companies in 
Kentucky, along with small com- 
panies and municipal utilities, are 
members of Kentucky 811. There 
is no membership fee. Members 
pay a nominal fee for each re- 
quest made Kentucky 811 for 
marking of their lines. 

But owners of underground 
lines are not required to provide 
information on their location to 
the 811 call center and may es- 
tablish their own their own noti- 
fication and location process. 

Thus, in some areas it may be 
necessary to make more than one 
phone call to obtain information 
about underground lines. 

“The PSC is gratified that 
membership in the one-call cen- 
ter has increased since the imple- 
mentation of 811 as the before- 
you-dig number,” Armstrong 
said. “We strongly urge any 
owner of underground facilities 
that is not a number of Kentucky 
811 to join immediately.”

The PSC is an independent 
agency attached for administra- 
tive purposes to the Energy and 
Environment Cabinet. It regu- 
lates more than 1,500 gas, water, 
sewer, electric and telecommuni- 
cation utilities operating in the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky and 
has approximately 100 employ-

The Farm Service Agency has 
announced that eligible farmers 
who suffered quality losses to 
their crops in recent years can 
now enroll in the Crop Disaster 
Program 2005-2007 (CDP) at lo- 
cal FSA service centers. 

Only producers who obtained 
crop insurance coverage or cov- 
erage under the Noninsured Crop 
Disaster Assistance Program 
(NAP) for the year of loss will 
be eligible for CDP benefits. Pro- 
ducers must have suffered qual- 
ity losses of at least 25 percent 
to be eligible for CDP Quality 
Loss. The payment rate is set at 
65 percent of the amount of the 
affected crop multiplied by 42 
percent of the per-unit average 
market value in the year in which 
the loss occurred. 

To be eligible for Quality 
Losses, producers must submit 
receipts that contain all three of 
the following items: Price, Pro- 
duction, and Quality affected. 
Quality losses must be due to an 
eligible disaster condition. 

Producers may receive assis- 
tance for both quantity and qual- 
ity losses. However, the total 
quantity and quality assistance, 
together with any crop insurance 
or NAP payment received for the 
same crop and the value of the 
crop production not lost, must not 
exceed 95 percent of the total 
value of the crop absent the di- 
saster.

of-the-art electronic cards and 
ultra-modern computer screens 
installed at all nine ARH hospi- 
tals in Kentucky and West Vir- 
ginia. 

Judge Conley, husband of 
Tammy Conley, said BAT Medi- 
cal Network will initially bring 
20 jobs to Morgan County with 
the prospect of additional posi- 
tions. 

“BAT Medical Network is a 
product of Eastern Kentucky 
minds,” Judge Conley said. “This 
will be a homegrown company 
with a vested interest in local and 
surrounding communities. I’m 
very excited about this opportu- 
nity to help improve the quality 
of life for the next generation.” 

Numerous tourism activities 
are also planned this fall to bol- 
ster the county’s economy, in- 
cluding a Civil War living history 
presentation, and several char- 
tered bus tours through Morgan 
and surrounding counties in co- 
operation with Foothills Eco- 
Agri Tourism (FEAT). 

The Civil War program, pre- 
sented by the Sons of Confeder- 
ate Veterans Morehead chapter 
(Fifth Kentucky Infantry Com- 
pany E), will take place the week 
before the Sorghum Festival at 
the West Liberty soccer field. 

“This program will focus on 
the Civil War in Morgan 
County,” Judge Conley said. 
“This will be a very interesting 
presentation that will give us a 
chance to learn more about our 
local history. If this event is a suc- 
cess, I hope that West Liberty 
will eventually host a full Civil 
War reenactment.” 

The chartered bus tours will 
be conducted by Shockey Tours, 
a Louisville travel firm, which 
may host up to 30 tours annually 
through the FEAT counties of 
Carter, Elliott, Menifee, Morgan 
and Wolfe following a trial ex- 
cursion the first week of Octo- 
ber. 

“The initial tour is expected 
to bring approximately $30,000 
into the five counties,” Judge 
Conley said. “If that trip is a suc- 
cess, we could schedule around 
25-30 more tours each year. The 
tours will be guided by local his- 
torians and civic leaders, and will 
take participants to various Mor- 
gan County landmarks.” 

The 38th Annual Sorghum 
Festival, a three-day autumn tra- 
dition, is currently in the plan- 
ning stages. Sorghum Festival 
Committee members will release 
details of new events and activi- 
ties at a later date. 

“Morgan County government 
is committed to promoting eco- 
nomic development,” Judge 
Conley said. “We will explore 
every avenue to help our county 
prosper. I am looking forward to 
watching these events unfold and 
I want to thank everyone in- 
volved for their efforts.”

Hello from Judge Tim Conley 
and staff: 

In the county judge’s office, 
we are always trying to improve 
county government. By working 
locally with state and federal gov- 
ernment, we strive to do every- 
thing we can locally for improve- 
ment and growth of Morgan 
County. We were able to secure 
$600,000 from U.S. Rep. Hal 
Rogers to begin the process of 
parking and public transit for 
Morgan County. 

The house across from Rite 
Aid has been remodeled with this 
grant. This will be a welcome 
addition to our county. In the near 
future, it will serve as a public 
transit office. Currently, it is serv- 
ing as a public parking lot. 

No county monies have been 
used for this project. However, 
several local companies were 
able to work on this project, 
which has helped employ our 
people. 

As you are aware, the jail cost 
for each county in the state is de- 
pleting county budgets. The mag- 
istrates, county judge, jailer and 
law enforcement have no control 
over the skyrocketing cost. The 
state requires the county to pay 
jail costs when a prisoner is 
locked up. We are responsible for 
the housing until they are re- 
leased or convicted of a crime. 

The Kentucky Judges Asso- 
ciation is in the process of suing 
state government, so as the state 
will take care of their own in- 
mates. Across the state, local state 
representatives and senators sup- 
port us in the fact that this is a 
burden on general funds locally. 
They have vowed to help local 
governments in this important 
endeavor. 

If the state had control over the 
jail cost, this would mean about 
$300,000 annually in Morgan 
County’s general fund. This 
would also be a tremendous help 
for all counties.

Stanton Forest 
Service office is 
now closed 

The Stanton office of the 
Daniel Boone National Forest 
permanently closed to the public 
on Thursday, July 3. The decision 
came after months of organiza- 
tional restructuring by the Forest 
Service to increase efficiency, re- 
duce operational costs and 
streamline the program of work 
with agency- wide initiatives. 

Some of the Forest Service 
employees who worked at the 
Stanton office were relocated to 
the nearby Gladie Cultural Envi- 
ronmental Learning Center. On 
July 7, Gladie became the contact 
point for the public regarding in- 
formation about the Red River 
Gorge area. The Stanton facility 
will be retained as an employee 
work center where several em- 
ployees will continue to report to 
duty. 

In October 2005, the Stanton 
District of the Daniel Boone Na- 
tional Forest was consolidated 
with the Morehead District and 
renamed the Cumberland Ranger 
District. Both the Morehead and 
Stanton offices remained open tot 
he public. However, in compari- 
son to the Morehead office, which 
receives an estimated 12,000 to 

14.000 visitors per year, and the 
Gladie Center, receiving nearly 

30.000 visitors in a seven-month 
period, the Stanton office was re- 
ceiving only 360 visitors per year. 

“The Daniel Boone National 
Forest remains committed to serv- 
ing the Statnon community,” said 
Forest Supervisor Jerome Perez. 
“By having more employees lo- 
cated at Gladie, and by extending 
our business hours at this location 
during peak times, the public will 
be better served where most visi- 
tation occurs.”

Baseball Cats

While basketball and football 
grab the majority of the headlines 
at the University of Kentucky, the 
sport of baseball has more than 
held its own in the past several 
years. The Wildcats have been 
ranked as high as second in the 
nation (2008) and won a South- 
eastern Conference Championship 
(2006). 

Collin Cowgill and Sean 
Coughlin were instrumental in 
UK’s success and continue to put 
up impressive numbers on the pro- 
fessional level. In his first week as 
a pro, Cowgill had three homeruns 
and nine RBIs to earn minor league 
player of the week honors. A week 
later, Cowgill belted three hom- 
ers in a win over Spokane to give 
him 10 homeruns in his first 15 
games. 

Last Thursday, Cowgill joined 
Coughlin with the South Bend Sil- 
ver Hawks (Arizona Diamond- 
backs) and it was just like old 
times. Hitting in the three and four 
spots in the order, the duo com- 
bined for four hits and as many 
runs scored. Coughlin enjoyed a 
career day with two homers and 
seven RBIs, including a grand slam 
in a 10-2 win over Quad Cities. For 
the season, the all-star catcher has 
28 extra base hits and 55 runs 
knocked in. 

Couglin and Cowgill are not the 
only former Cats tearing the cover 
off the ball in the minor leagues. 
Another former All-American, 
Sawyer Carroll, is hitting .414 with 
the Eugene Emeralds (San Diego 
Padres) of the Northwest League. 
Carroll leaves the league in total 
bases and RBIs, while posting a 
.704 slugging percentage. 

Of course, all this should come 
as no surprise considering Carroll 
led the SEC with a .419 batting 
average this past season. The lefty 
reached base safely 62 times in 63 
games, hitting 19 homers and driv- 
ing a school-record 83 runs. 

Carroll was a supplemental 
third round pick by the Padres in 
the Major League Draft. Cowgill 
was taken in the fifth round while 
Coughlin went in the 13th.
